Some time ago Mr. Stimeen 
up his residence in the Y.M.«.A. 
dormitories, where he has a home- 
like suite of handsome rooms. Aft- 
er he had partaken of his dinner last 
night, and the kuests had started to 
disperse, he handed Secretary Luther 
a check to pay for his ticket. It was 
drawn for $25,000, and the guests re- 
ceived the news with great applause.

Canada, with her vast undevel- 
oped agricultural resources, is the greatest 
natural competitor of the American farmer. 
Then why make her a present of our great 
market for our farm products and by so do- 
ing help to destroy the American farm? 

William McKinley in his Jast speech on 
September 5, 1901, said: “We should take 
from our customers such of their products 
as we can use without harm to our indus- 
tries and labor.” Can anyone justly say 
for one moment that the free entry of Ca- 
nadian farm products here would not do 
“harm” to the American farm industry and 
American farm labor, the best paid farm 
labor in the world”?
